Prosecutor Pierce when asked by 
the court for a statement replied that

Speaking before tho Antioch Busi- 
ness club dinner, on last Monday, Mr. 
H. F. Crunden, Special Agent of tho 
Illinois Bell Telephone company, built 
up the telephone system from Its 
early Inception up to present day ser- 
vice. 

Mr. Crunden, in the course of his 
talk said that 24 hours a day and 
every day, the Public Service com- 
panies care for the needs of their pa- 
trons. This service whether It be 
Electric light, power, electric traction 
gas, telephone or telegraph, is so reg- 
ular, so constant and so quietly ac- 
complished, by. pushing a button for 
heat or light, turning on a water fau- 
cet or lifting a telephone receiver 
that we have learned to expect it as a 
matter of course and can not realize 
the rapid growth of these Utilities, 
the amounts of new money required 
for extentions and additions and also 
the actual operation. 

Forty-nine years ago, Professor 
Alexander Graham Bell made tho dis- 
covery of the principle of the first 
telephone, at which time, many were 
skeptical as to its usefulness. 

The system in Antioch during the 
last 20 years has grown to one- of 
nearly 500 stations. The first tele- 
phone used in Chicago was In 1877. ' 
The Illinois Bell now operates 1,035,- 
490 telephones in Illinois. In 1878 
there was one telephone to every 1,- 
344 of the population, compared with 
one to every 4 of the population to- 
day.
